Indianapolis, Jan. 8 (A.P.) — 
With republicans in control on 
one side and democrats holding 
the upper hand on the other, the 
Indiana general assembly began 
its seventy -seventh session here 
today . 
It was the first legislature in 
ry ears that the republicans had 
iiiot been in full charge. They 
still retained authority in the 
senate by a 29-21 margin, but 
were in the minority to the 
democrats by a 75-25 count in 
the house. 
After convening and requiring 
three hours for organiztion, the 
legislature recessed this 
after­ 
noon to convene again on Mon­ 
day afternoon at two o’clock . The 
adjournment until Monday will 
enable the various committees to 
become organized. 
Just what will come out of 
such a situation tended to add to 
the general interest in the ses­ 
sions, which will continue for 
six ty -one day s. 
Leaders on both sides ex press­ 
ed the desire that harmony pre­ 
vail in the interest of the public 
¿good, pointing out that remedial 
Jfegislation and the strictest eco­ 
nomy all along the line were ab­ 
solute necessities. 
They did not discount, how- 
j 
ever, the gigantic barriers of 
party differences as to just what 
was remedial legislation and the 
correct manner in which to ap­ 
proach the solutions. 
_Both republicans and demo­ 
crats were agreed generally that 
the tax burden must be 
lifted

Indianapolis, Jan. 8— (A.P.)— 
Addressing the opening session of 
the biennial meeting of the In­ 
diana general assembly here to­ 
day , Governor Harry G. 
Leslie 
told the 
legislators that the 
state’s most serious problem was 
that of tax adjustment. 
“The tax ation problem cannot 
be solved by voting new tax es or 
new forms of tax ation to meet 
new ex penditures, he said. “It is 
essential, as I see it and as the 
overburdened tax pay ers see 
it, 
that new forms of tax ation here 
devised shall actually 
displace 
and do away with a portion of 
the tax es now levied upon real 
property .” 
The governor in his message 
llso ^recommended the legisla­ 
ture pass and enabling ac tso 
townships and counties 
could 
combine and do away with much 
of the overhead of local govern­ 
ment. This, he asserted 
would 
provide one means of relief for 
the tax pay er. He 
urged 
strict 
economy wherever possible. 
The assembly also was advised 
to strengthen the state bank ing 
laws, limit size and weight 
of 
passager and freight busses to 
save the state highway s, repeal 
what is left of the primary law, 
give Indiana a registration law, 
abolish the fee sy stem in coun- 
j 
ties and mak e it impossible for 
any one to get free automobile li 
cense plates. 
Governor Leslie urged a build­ 
ing program to alleviate crowd­ 
ed conditions in state 
institu­ 
tions. 
“In meeting the problems 
of 
our overcrowded hospitals 
for 
the insane, a new institution 
woud seem to be more desirable 
than new buildings at the ex ist­ 
ing institutions,” he said. “It is 
to be considered that such insti­ 
tutions may become too large— 
so large as to mak e it impossible 
for those in charge to render suc- 


Bolama, Portuguese

Africa, Jan. 8 - (A.P.)—The glory 
y attained by ten Italian seaplanes 
Tuesday in their 
transAtlantic 
flight to Natal, Brazil, had its 
price—five aviators were left be­ 
hind dead and three were 
in­ 
jured. Two of the 14 planes in 
the squadron were virtually de­ 
stroy ed. 
Belatedly , official announce­ 
m ent has been made of the trag­ 
edy which attended one of the 
greatest victories over the ele­ 
ments in the history of aviation, 
the delay being due to the wish 
of the Italian government that 
rejoicing at completion of 
the 
flight and celebration of Italy ’s 
"bephany ,” or second Christmas, 
not be marred. 
As 12 of the planes, in forma­ 
tion of three, took off, one of the 
red group, 
piloted by 
Captain 
Recagno, crashed from a height 
of 100 feet. The Sergeant 
Me­ 
chanic, Luigi Fois, who was rid­ 
ing above the right pontoon, was 
k illed and the two pilots and the 
radio operator were injured. 
Ten minutes after the tak eoff 
the second plane of the white 
group was forced to alight on the 
seat at full speed. It took fire and 
the four crew members perished. 
They were Captain Luigi Boer 
and Lieutenant Danilo Barbican- 
ti, pilots; Sergeant Mechanic Fe­ 
lice Nensi, and radio operator 
Ercole Imbastari. 
After these two accidents word 
was flashed to the two replace­ 
m ent planes to tak e off for Na­ 
tal. Both came down after cross­ 
ing the equator, between St. 
Paul’s Rock and Fernando Do 
Noronha, Brazilian Penal Colony 
about 125 miles from Natal. 
Italian naval vessels stationed 
along the route took the planes 
in tow and brought them to Fer­ 
nando Do Noronha. After minor 
repairs have been made the two 
will continue the flight. No one 
aboard was injured. One of the 
planes, comanded 
by 
Captain 
Donadelli. was forced down by a 
leak y radiator connection, 
and 
the other, piloted 
by 
Captain 
Baistrocchi, brok e its 
magneto 
shaft. 
All the dead and injured avia­ 
tors were among the most re­ 
nowned of Italy ’s airmen. The 
ten planes which reached Natal 
took a few minutes more than 17 
hours 
traverse almost 
1,700 
miles.

Th ere sh ou ld be a good 
sou nd reason for a factory being located. 
Th ese are good p oints to keep in mind in a 
commercial clu b or ch amber of commerce, be­ 
cau se su ch an organization can be seriou sly h an­ 
dicap p ed, ev en rendered p ractically v alu eless to 
th e commu nity by one mistake in locating an in­ 
du stry . 


G R O W IN G C O M M U N IT IES 
An ex p ert rep resenting a national organization 
h as reach ed th e conclu sion, following an ex ten­ 
siv e su rv ey and stu dy , th at all American towns 
are not p otential indu strial centers. He say s th at 
h is su rv ey s h av e been condu cted in many p laces 
to determine along wh at lines th e commu nity can 
best be dev elop ed. 
Ah towns are not su ited to indu strial dev elop ­ 
ment, alth ou gh most ol th em are. Yet, a cross 
section of th e op inion on growth in th e av erage 
town wou ld sh ow a demand for new indu stries. 
As a ru le, wh en a town h as a commu nity rev iv al 
and sets ou t to increase its p op u lation, it strikes 
ou t blindly , with little idea of wh at it needs or 
wh at it is seeking, being sp u rred on by th e magic 
words, “more factories.” 
Su ch efforts often resu lt in disaster and th e 
cau se of commu nity boosting gets a sev ere set­ 
back. Sometimes it is fatal and th e town goes 
into a long sleep , nev er recov ering from th e 
sh ock. 
Th e' idea su ggested abov e sou nds reasonable. 
Wh y sh ou ldn’t th ere be as niiich p lanning and 
foresigh t u sed in commu nity dev elop ment as 
th ere is giv en to th e av erage indiv idu al enter­ 
p rise? 
In some towns manu factu ring migh t destroy 
more v alu es th an it wou ld create. Some towns 
can best be dev elop ed residentially , oth ers as 
h ealth and recreational centers. Of cou rse, new 
indu stries are inv alu able for th e p u rp ose of in­ 
creasing p op u lation and creating new bu siness. 
Bu t indu stries th at h av e to be “bribed" to locate 
in th e commu nity are often not th e most desir­ 
able and ex p erience teach es th at th ey frequ ently , 
becau se of failu re, do th e cau se of city and town

An expert representing a national organization 


has reached the conclusion, following an exten- 
sive survey and study, that aU American towns 
are not potential industrial centers. He says that 
his surveys have been conducted in many places 
to determine along, what lines the community can 
best be developed. 


All towns are not suited to industrial develop- 


ment, although most of them are. Yet, a cross 
section of the opinion on growth in the average 
town would show a demand for new industries. 
As a rule, when a town has a community revival 
: and sets out-to increase its population, it strikes 


out blindly, with little idea of what it needs or 
what it is seeking, being spurred on by the magic 


. words, -more factories." 


Such efforts often result hi disaster and the 


cause of community boosting gets a severe set- 
back. Sometimes it is fatal and the town goes 
into a long sleep, never recovering from the 
shock. 
The' idea suggested above sounds reasonable. 


Why shouldn't there be sj.s nmch planning and 
foresight used in community, development as 
there is given to the average individual enter- 
prise? 
•* 


In some towns manufacturing might destroy 


more values than it would create. Some towns 
can best be developed residentially, others as 
health and recreational centers. Of course, new 
industries are invaluable for the purpose of in- 
creasing population and creating new business. 
But industries that have to be "bribed" to locate 
in the community are often not the most desir- 
able and experience teaches that they frequently, 
because of failure, do the cause of city and town 


boosting seripus harm. There should be a good 
sound reason lor a factory being located. 


These are good points to keep to mind to a 


commercial club or chamber of commerce, be- 
cause such an organization can be seriously han- 
dicapped, even rendered practicaUy valueless to 
the community by one mistake in locating an in- 
dustry. 


BETTER CHANCE TODAY 


A'baby boy born in the United States today has 


a reasonable expectation of eleven years longer 
life than his father had. This statement is based 
on statistics gathered to Massachusetts which, 
has complete death registration records for 37 
years back. 


The youthful person may have reason to be en- 


couraged over these facts, but for the man or 
woman of sixty, they hold no encouragement. 
Years are being added for youth due to.the pre- 
vention of disease and the great decrease in the 
mortality rate among infants. 
No headway is 


reported to prolonging life for those afflicted 
with old-age diseases. 
' 
. 


A scientist recently predicted that the average 


life expectancy wiU be one hundred years by the 
year 2000 if the same progress is made to the 
next seventy years, to the conservation of Ufe, as 
has marked recent decades. 


The baby death rate of today is less than one- 


half its former figure, and the seven-year-old 
school child has added five years to his span of 
life to the last thirty. The young man of twenty- 
two has had three additional years on earth al- 
lotted to him. 


Though older people are not given a longer 


lease on life by the statistics of the scientists, 
they may be compensated by the knowledge that 
science has made great strides in recent years in 
treatment of disease arid that constant research 
is under way.
